Report  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen 


The  Board  organized  for  the  year  with  Edward  F.  Pytka, 
Chairman,  John  D.  Aldrich,  Clerk  and  Leo  St.  A.mand,  Third 
Member. 

The  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Albert 
A.  Boissy,  who  has  faithfully  performed  duties  for  the  past  18 
years  as  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures.  In  October,  Mr.  Albert 
A.  Niemczura  was  appointed  in  accordance  with  Civil  Service 
Regulation  as  the  new  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures. 

As  instiucted  at  the  annual  town  meeting  of  February  10, 
1958  on  Article  5,  the  Board  appointed  a  committee  of  seven  to 
petition  the  State  Legislature  to  repeal  the  Act  Establishing  in 
the  Town  of  Palmer  Representative  Town  Government  by  Limited 
Town  Meetings,  Chapter  167,  dated  and  approved  March  0,  1957. 

A  section  of  highway  on  State  Street,  Bondsville  was  com- 
pleted with  Type  I  construction  for  $9,000  at  no  cost  to  the  town. 
These  funds  were  provided  to  the  town  under  Chapter  718,  High- 
way Bond  Issue  of  1956. 

Burleigh  Bridge  was  completed  and  open  to  vehicular  traffic 
in  July.  Work  on  the  approach  to  Burleigh  Bridge  from  the  road 
leading  from  Three  Rivers  is  progressing  satisfactorily  and  neai- 
ing  completion. 

In  regai'd  to  Chaptei-  90  road  construction,  Belchertown  Roiid 
in  Three  Rive]s,  which  was  originally  scheduled  for  1958  comple- 
tion, will  be  started  in  early  Spring  of  1959.  This  project  was 
delayed  due  to  the  inability  of  the  State  to  perform  the  necessary 
enginee]-ing  work  according  to  schedule.  The  total  allotted  for 
this  project  is  $32,000  with  the  State  share  being  $16,000  and 
County  $8,000.  The  town  has  been  reimbursed  from  the  State  the 
town's  appropriated  share  of  $8,000  from  Chapter  718  funds.  The 
Board  wishes  to  point  out  that  this  road  will  be  constructed  at  no 
cost  to  the  town. 

The  recommended  Chapter  90  projects  for  1959  request  the 
reconstruction  of  Thorndike  Street,  in  Depot  Village  from  Station 
80  to  Station  150,  a  distance  of  approximately  1700  feet,  and  also 
the  reconstruction  of  Calkins  Road   in   Three  Rivers  from  the 
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end  of  the  present  improved  surface  of  Palmer  Road  to  the  Turn- 
pike Brid<ie.  The  State  has  notified  the  Board  that  the  State  has 
allotted  the  sum  of  $11,500  for  the  above  project.  This  is  a  re- 
duction of  $4,500  as  compared  to  the  town's  allotment  foi-  the 
year  1958. 

Durinj>-  1958,  the  Board  held  four  meetings  with  the  town's 
Flood  Control  Committee.  The  Board  and  representatives  of  the 
Flood  Control  Committee  presented  the  town's  flood  problems  at 
a  hearing'  held  in  Chicopee  Falls  with  the  Army  Corps  of  Engineers, 
at  which  time  Flood  Control  possibilities  for  the  Chicopee  Rivei 
water  basin  were  being  presented.  On  November  17,  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  representatives  of  the  town's  Flood  Control  Com- 
mittee attended  a  meeting  with  the  New  England  Corps  of  Aimy 
Engineers  where  pioposed  plans  and  estimated  costs  of  flood  con- 
trol for  the  town  were  discussed.  The  Board  has  been  led  to  be- 
lieve by  the  Corps  of  Army  Engineers  that  a  flood  control  program 
will  be  recommended  for  the  Town  of  Palmer. 

On  January  6,  1959,  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Safety  notified  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  the  use  of  the 
Town  Hall  Building  w^as  prohibited  under  Chapter  143.  General 
Laws,  Section  52,  and  further  stipulated  that  certification  of  the 
hall  will  be  withheld  unless  thirteen  specific  items  in  the  com- 
munication are  complied  with  or  completed. 

The  Board  held  a  special  meeting  on  January  9,  1959  and 
deemed  it  an  impossibility  to  comply  wnth  the  State's  requirements 
prior  to  the  1959  annual  town  meeting.  At  this  special  meeting-, 
the  Board  voted  to  hold  the  1959  annual  town  meeting  at  the 
Hig-h  School  Auditorium  in  Palmer. 

The  Board  wishes  to  express  its  thanks  to  all  town  depart- 
ments and  agencies  for  cooperation  throughout  the  year.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen  and  fellow 
citizens  of  Palmer: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  for  Civil  Defense.  I  mii 
very  happy  to  report  to  you  that  prot^ress  has  steadily  been  made 
in  this  program.  We  have  an  established  Headquarters  at 
No.  Main  Street,  Depot  Villaoe,  with  radio  communications  con- 
necting- Palmer  with  all  the  towns  and  cities  in  Sector  4A  MCDA 
of  which  Palmer  is  a  part.  Our  radio  section  is  in  the  very  cap- 
able hands  of  Radio  Officer  Michael  Ludkowicz  of  Three  Rivers 
who  has  dene  an  outstanding  .'ob.  With  his  aid  and  assistance 
we  were  able  to  train  25  citizens  as  radio  operators  with  3rd  Class 
Licenses,  Mr.  Ludkowicz  carries  on  drills  within  the  sector  every 
Monday  evening.  Our  Medical  section  is  headed  by  Dr  Richard 
Hunt.  Last  spring  a  First  Aid  course  was  completed  with  27 
people  receiving  certificates.  The  Police  Department  under  Chief 
James  F.  Donahue  and  the  Fire  Departments  under  Chiefs  Theo- 
dore, Rogers,  and  Hayes  have  cooperated  in  every  way  possible. 

Our  radio  equipment  and  audio  hailers  for  the  police  and 
fire  departments  were  purchased  with  matching-  funds  meaning 
that  50^^f  of  the  cost  was  paid  for  by  the  Federal  government. 
With  the  passing  of  P.L.  85-606  the  Federal  Civil  Defense  Law 
will  help  us  to  purchase  future  equipment  and  also  for  staffing 
of  personnel.  We  are  in  hopes  that  the  86th  Congress  will  furnish 
the  monies  for  this  program  this  year. 

In  closing  this  brief  report,  may  I  thank  the  various  citizens 
who  have  donated  their  time  and  energy  to  Civil  Defense  and 
aided  and  assisted  me  in  any  way.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Palmer,  Massachusetts. 

Gentlemen: 

The  annual  report  of  the  police  department  for  the  year 
ending:  December  31,  1958  is  submitted  for  your  approval. 

In  addition  to  the  various  routine  duties  of  this  depart- 
ment duj  in<>'  the  year  370  complaints  were  prosecuted  in  the  Dis- 
trict Court  of  Eastern  Hampden  against  305  males  and  12  females. 
Ten  delinquent  complaints  were  issued  against  juven'les.  Motor 
patrols  covered  54,607  miles. 

Four  persons  were  killed  and  fifty  persons  suffered  personal 
injuries  as  the  result  of  automobile  accidents, 

I  would  again  cal!  the  attention  of  your  Hcnoiable  Bonrd  to 
the  area  embrac  ng  Tho;ndike  Street  at  the  intersection  of  Park, 
Pine  and  Converse  Streets  This  is  a  dangerous  aiea,  it  is  used 
extensively  during  the  evening  hours  by  pedestrians  frequenting 
two  churches  and  two  schools  in  the  area.  Thorndike  Street  is 
new  rece  ving  a  very  heavy  traffic  load  because  of  the  Turnpike 
Intel  change.  Traffic  lights,  in  my  opinion,  are  necessary  and 
consideration  should  be  given  to  have  such  lights  installed.  If 
this  cannot  be  accomplished,  then  a  heavy  concentration  of  street 
h'g'hting-  should  be  provided  to  properly  protect  pedestrians  using 
this  area  in  the  evening  hours. 

I  strongly  urge  the  addition  of  four  regular  officers  to  meet 

an  ever  increasing-  demand  for  police  service.  A  recent  police 
examination  resulted  'n  the  establishment  of  an  eligible  list  and 
the  appoinments  should  be  made  from  the  list.  An  additional 
cruiser  should  be  provided  to  enable  the  department  to  furnish 
adequate  protection  in  the  new  outlying  districts  as  well  as 
traffic  control. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  officers  for  carrying  out  their  assign- 
ments efficiently  and  in  a  creditable  manner. 

To  your  Honorable  Board  I  express  my  deep  appreciation  for 
your  excellent  cooperation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

A  recent  scouting'  tour  of  the  Town  has  revealed  the  lack  of 
any  larg-e-scale  Gypsy  Moth  infestation. 

The  results  of  previous  years'  spraying  has  produced  these 
encouraging-  results.  Control  of  this  pest  will  be  continued  through 
scouting-  and  spraying. 

Dur'ng  the  exploration  period,  examination  showed  that  the 
Tent  Caterpillar  and  the  Fall  Web  Worm  are  under  excellent  con- 
trol. 

All  requests  for  the  elimination  of  Poison  Ivy  and  Dogwood 
Poison  weie  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Efforts  to  reduce  the  Fly  and  Mosquito  nuisance  through 
sprayings  proved  highly  successful. 

DUTCH  ELM  DISEASE 

Amount  Appropriated  $5,600.00 
Expend"ture  5,588.90 
Balance  11.10 

The  Dutch  Elm  disease  still  constitutes  a  major  problem.  Des- 
pite the  thorough  spray  and  sanitation  program,  it  was  necessary 
to  dispose  82  diseased  Elm  Trees. 

This  substantial  increase  in  mortality  could  be  attributed 
10  the  severe  drouth  of  ]057  w^hich  left  the  Elm  trees  in  a  generally 
weakened  condifon. 

It  is  hoped  that  continued  research  by  Federal  and  State 
agencies  will  prove  successful  in  the  suppression  of  this  disease. 

Efforts  will  continue  to  contain  this  disease  in  accordance 
with  Mass.  Dept.  of  Natural  Resources  recommendations.

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Report  of  Park  Commissioners 


The  public  parks  and  playgrounds  of  the  Town  of  Palmer 
have  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  and  have  provided 
recreation  and  enjoyment  to  a  large  proportion  of  oui-  people. 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  teams  and  young  players  in  the 
Little  League  has  made  necessary  the  addition  of  another  dia- 
mond at  Legion  Field,  which  with  the  use  of  other  fields  through- 
out the  town  has  provided  facilities  for  more  than  300  young 
players.  Indications  are  that  the  1959  Little  League  will  include 
about  400  boys  and  will  of  course  require  full  use  of  our  facilities. 

Our  playground  equipment,  which  is  the  same  in  all  four 
villages,  has  been  kept  in  good  condition  and  is  in  constant  use 
throughout  the  summer.  This  year  we  have  also  been  able 
to  provide  a  good  skating  surface  at  Legion  Field  for  longer  than 
the  usual  time,  due  to  the  earlier  onset  of  cold  weather. 

Thanks  to  our  capable  caretaker  and  his  able  assistant,  our 
mechanical  equipment  has  also  been  maintained  at  a  high  degree 
of  efficiency  and  the  grounds  in  all  of  our  park  areas  are  kept 
in  excellent  shape,

Gentlemen: 

During  the  past  year,  21  servicemen  completed  active  duty 
with  the  armed  forces.  Of  these,  11  qualify  as  Korean  veterans 
and  10  as  Peacetime  veterans. 

Death  claimed  11  veterans  of  our  town.  Five  served  in  World 
War  I  and  six  were  credited  with  World  War  II  service. 

The  85th  Congress  passed  a  number  of  bills  affecting  vet- 
erans and  their  survivors:  Burial  Benefits  were  increased  to 
$250;  Pension  offsets  previously  made  for  disabled  veterans  in 
receipt  of  Social  Security  Disability  Benefits  were  eliminated; 
unemployment  benefits  to  servicemen  who  entered  service  after 
January  31,  1955  was  passed;  and  Korean  veterans  who  con- 
tinued their  term  insurance  policies  were  allowed  conversion 
privileges  to  several  types  of  permanent  plans  after  January  1, 
1959. 

The  Veterans'  Service  Center  assisted  14  applicants  with 
their  claims  for  Pension  and  Compensation.  Of  the  claims  filed 
last  year  and  this  year,  19  were  approved  by  the  Veterans  Admin- 
istration representing  an  additional  annual  income  to  these  re- 
cipients of  about  $13,000.  Only  one  claim  was  disallowed  and 
four  are  iuj  the  process  of  adjudication  at  year's  end.

Gentlemen : 

In  1958  the  tree  department  took  down  26  bad  or  obstructing 
trees. 

We  trimmed  dead  wood  and  broken  or  dangerous  limbs  out 
of  most  streets  in  Palmer,  Three  Rivers,  Thorndike  and  Bonds- 
ville.  We  raised  low  limbs  on  many  of  the  streets  in  the  four  vil- 
lages. We  had  three  storms  during  the  year  that  required  sending 
men  out  to  check  the  town  streets  and  remove  broken,  fallen  or 
hanging  limbs. 

We  planted  35  trees  spreading  them  around  the  four  villages 
where  people  had  called  for  them  and  replacing  trees  that  had 
been  taken  down. 

We  fed  some  of  the  young  trees  that  had  been  planted  in  pre- 
vious years. 

The  year  1958  was  lacking  in  severe  ice  storms  and  also 
in  severe  thunderstorms,  although  high  winds  during  the  year 
caused  some  damage,  many  people  requested  the  removal  of  limbs 
for  television  aerials  and,  trees  for  walks  and  garage  driveways. 

The  elm  tree  situation  hasn't  improved  very  much  and  we  are 
going  to  have  to  live  with  the  idea  of  some  elm  trees  dying  each 
year  and  the  necessity  of  caring  for  the  remaining  ones.  With 
the  cooperation  of  the  moth  department  the  Town  of  Palmer  is 
keeping  up  with  the  situation  and  we  are  not  letting  them  get 
ahead  of  us,  or  in  a  state  where  they  are  dangerous  to  persons  or 
property.  With  a  reasonable  appropriation  the  tree  department 
will  be  able  to  take  care  of  any  conditions  that  arise  unless  there 
is  an  extreme,  such  as  hurricane.

In  1958,  as  in  previous  years,  the  Library  has  shown  a  gain 
in  every  department.  Our  circulation  has  increased  by  more  than 
a  thousand,  the  attendance  at  the  reading-  rooms  by  nearly  four 
hundred  and  more  than  six  hundred  new  volumes  have  been  made 
available  to  our  borrowers.  A  hi-fi  record  library,  started  last 
March,  has  proved  very  popular  and  has  provided  a  good  supply 
of  excellent  music  at  a  nominal  cost.  Purchased  from  the  Davis 
fund,  the  Library  now  has  193  records  in  circulation  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  rental  income  will  be  sufficient  to  increase  the 
list  from  time  to  time  as  well  as  making  normal  replacements. 
Our  sincere  thanks  go  to  Benjamin  Kaplan  of  Springfield,  Gilbert 
Cohen  of  Springfield  and  Elbridge  H.  Rathbone  of  Palmer,  for 
rheir  gifts  of  classical  78  rpm  albums  for  our  record  library. 
The  Library  also  expresses  its  thanks  to  Attorney  James  W. 
Duffy  of  Palmer  for  his  gift  of  a  79-volume  set  of  law  books 
and  to  the  donors  who  contributed  21  other  new  books  during  the 
year. 

The  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  again  operated  a  branch  at 
the  Libraiy  during  the  months  of  November  and  December,  issu- 
ing nearly  10,000  sets  of  1959  plates  to  residents  of  Palmer  and 
vicinity,  a  service  which  may  result  in  a  permanent  branch  of 
the  Registry  at  Palmei.  A  bill  for  this  is  now  pending  in  the 
Legislature.

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Annual  School  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Palmer: 

I  submit  herewith  my  e  jihth  annual  report,  the  sixty-sixth 
report  of  the  town: 

Repairs 

This  past  year,  several  projects  were  continued,  among-  which 
were  the  installation  of  a  new  oil  burner  at  the  Thoi  ndike  Gram- 
mar School,  the  completion  of  the  girls'  toilet  at  Park  Street,  and 
the  installation  of  a  new  vacuum  pump  at  the  High  School. 

Minor  repairs  were  carried  out  in  all  buildings,  and  painting 
was  completed  :n  Bondsville  and  Thorndike. 

Textbooks  and  Equipment 

During  the  year,  new  textbooks  wei  e  added  in  the  High  School 
in  the  fields  of  English,  commercial,  French,  mathematics,  biology; 
in  the  elementary  schools  in  English  in  grades  8,  7,  8;  spelling 
in  grades  7  and  8;  and  reading  in  grades  3  through  8.  The  read- 
ing- program,  which  formerly  was  a  one-book  series,  is  now  a 
two-bock  series.  The  revision  prov'des  more  interesting  and  a 
wider  variety  of  stories  for  the  pupils. 

New  bookkeeping  fuiniture  was  purchased  for  the  High 
School,  and  additional  electric  typewriters  were  placed  in  the  type- 
writing room. 

Pupil  Redistribution 

Many  meetings  of  the  School  Committee  have  been  held 
to  study  the  problem  of  redistributing  pupils  from  Thorndike 
Street  School  in  order  to  accommodate  the  ever-growing  high 
school  population.  Many  proposals  have  been  discussed,  but  no 
one  proposal  seems  to  provide  satisfactory  answers.  However, 
the  time  has  come  when  a  d'stribution  must  be  made.  Next  Sep- 
tember, pupils  must  be  distributed  to  the  village  schools.  Thorn- 
dike Grammar  School  is  the  most  central  school  for  pupils  from 
Forest  Lake,  Lake  Thompson,  and  Palmer  Center.  It  is  probable 
that  it  will  be  necessary  to  reassign  pupils  from  these  areas  and 
bus  pup  ls  from  other  aieas  in  order  to  house  high  school  pupils 
in  the  old  high  school. 

In  making  this  distribution,  the  School  Committee  aims  to 
create  as  many  new  single  grades  as  possible.  In  all  probability, 
th's  will  not  be  done  at  once  but  giadually  over  the  next  few

years.  Parents  are  asked  to  be  as  cooperative  as  possible  in  carry- 
ing- out  the  needed  distribution,  since  a  change  in  school  assig-n- 
ment  will,  in  no  way,  injure  your  child's  education.  This  distribu- 
tion will  necessitate  some  added  costs  in  transportation,  new 
teachers,  new  lig-hting,  and  furnishings. 
High  School 

The  mention  of  redistribution  of  pupils  leads  d'rectly  to  the 
most  critical  educational  problem  in  our  community  — ■  badly 
needed  facilities  for  the  H'gh  School.  This  problem  has  been  held 
up  too  long  already.  The  past  year,  the  School  Building  Committee 
completed  a  Iwo-and-one-half-year  study  and,  by  majority  vote, 
voted  to  recommeiul  to  the  town  a  $1,200,000  addition  to  the  pres- 
ent High  School.  This  addition  was  des'gned  by  the  firm  of 
Alderman  &  MacNeish  of  West  Springfield  and  meets  the  miini- 
mum  space  i  equircn- enls  required  by  the  School  Building  Ass's- 
tance  Commission  Unless  these  requirements  are  met,  no  state 
aid  to  the  town  will  be  forthcoming.  This  aid  would  amount  to 
approximately  30  per  cent  of  the  cost  of  the  bu  Iding. 

Some  people  argue  that  we  have  empty  rooms  in  our  village 
schools.  This  is  true,  but  it  must  be  remembered  that  elementary 
rooms  do  not  necessarily  make  good  high  school  rooms.  An  ele- 
mentary room  in  Bondsville  is  of  no  use  as  a  science  room.  Empty 
rooms  are  not  useful  unless  they  serve  a  definite  educational  pur- 
pose, and  high  school  needs  are  quite  different  from  elementary 
needs. 

Others  argue  that  Palmer  High  School  housed  700  pupils  in 
both  the  present  and  old  buildings  at  one  time  back  in  the  Thirties. 
This  is  true,  also;  but  classes  were  held  in  the  auditorium,  the 
cafeteria,  and  the  balcony  of  the  auditorium.  Is  this  the  kind  of 
education  you  want  for  your  children  today?  There  was  some  ex- 
cuse in  those  days  because  of  the  depression,  but  there  is  abso- 
lutely no  excuse  for  such  educational  conditions  to  exist  in  this 
day  and  age.  There  is  no  good  reason  for  young  people  to  run  be- 
tween buildings  in  all  kinds  of  inclement  weather  to  get  an  edu- 
cation, and  it  should  not  be  expected  that  competent  teachers 
and  officials  can  teach  and  operate  a  school  to  its  utmost  effi- 
ciency under  such  conditions. 

There  is  nothing  more  dead  than  the  past.  Young  people 
today  must  be  prepared  to  meet  the  problems  of  the  future  with 
today's  tools,  not  yesterday's.  Our  young  people  must  compete 
with  others  in  other  communities.  Some  people  argue  that  it  is 
of  no  consequence  to  us  that  pupils  in  other  towns  have  new  fac- 
ilities in  which  to  he  educated.  This  is  not  true,  since  everyone 
knows  that  a  good  craftsman  with  good  tools  and  equipment 
usually  can  turn  out  a  better  product  than  a  good  craftsman  with- 
out the  proper  tools.  To  do  otherwise  is  to  waste  the  natural  re- 
sources of  the  teacher  and  the  pupils.  Our  young  people  must 
compete  with  pupils  from  other  towns  for  jobs,  and  they  must 
compete  with  pupils  from  other  towns  in  college  entrance  exam- 
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illations  in  order  to  be  admitted  to  college.  It  is  not  fair  to  ex- 
pect our  science  teachers,  in  a  small,  outdated,  poorly  equipped 
laboratory  by  today's  standards,  to  equip  our  pupils  to  pass  col- 
lege entrance  examinations  and  do  as  well  as  pupils  from  South 
Hadley,  Longmeadow,  Tantasqua,  Agawam,  Wilbraham,  and  East 
Lungmeadow.  College  admissions  officers  and  businessmen  are 
apt  to  put  pupils  from  other  towns  ahead  of  ours.  We  cannot 
afford  to  permit  this  to  happen  because  it  is  not  good  business. 

The  other  communities  that  have  built  new  facilities  for 
their  children  have  done  so  with  your  money.  Monies  for  state 
aid  come  from  income  tax  receipts.  Anyone  in  Palmer  who  pays 
a  state  income  tax  has  helped  to  build  schools  in  Agawam,  East 
Longmeadow,  Wilbraham,  and  South  Hadley  for  your  neighbors' 
children.  Don't  you  think  it  is  time  to  dip  into  the  fund  and  use 
your  own  and  your  neighbors'  money  to  build  a  good  school  for 
your  own  children  ? 

We  need  space  now.  Times  have  changed  considerably.  More 
and  more  pupils  remain  in  school  and  graduate  than  was  the  case 
formerly.  In  times  gone  by,  only  those  going  on  to  college  took 
physics  or  chemistry,  or  only  those  enrolled  in  the  commercial 
curriculum  were  permitted  to  take  typewriting  or  bookkeeping. 
This  is  no  longer  the  case.  More  and  more  emphasis  will  be 
placed  on  mathematics  and  science  courses  for  all  students.  Type- 
writing no  longer  is  for  commercial  students  only  but  for  all 
who  wish  to  take  it.  In  the  fields  of  home  economics  and  shop, 
our  facilities  long  have  been  inadequate.  At  present,  it  is  neces- 
sary for  us  to  accept  only  a  limited  number  of  students  in  these 
classes,  forcing  others  who  would  benefit  from  this  type  of  in- 
struction into  other  courses  where  their  educational  needs  are 
not  best  fitted.  We  are  forced,  at  the  present  time,  to  steer  stu- 
dents interested  in  typewriting  and  science  into  other  fields 
simply  because  we  have  no  room  for  them.  It  is  not  being  done 
because  we  want  it  that  way  but  because  we  have  no  other  choice. 
Operating  in  this  type  of  educational  strait-jacket  is  inefficient 
and  wasteful 

At  the  moment,  we  are  using  the  library  as  a  classroom;  and 
indeed,  the  library  itself  hardly  meets  the  proper  standards  for  a 
school  of  our  size. 

The  Springfield  Trade  School  is  accepting  fewer  pupils  from 
surrounding  towns  in  its  program,  which  means  that  we  must 
provide  better  and  broader  shop  facilities  for  pupils  who  will 
benefit  from  this  type  of  instruction  and  remain  in  school. 

The  high  school  cafeteria  serves  more  than  350  meals  daily 
in  a  kitchen  that  is  noisy  and  poorly  designed  to  meet  feeding  re- 
quirements of  the  present  day.  The  high  school  lunch  program 
probably  provides  as  many,  or  more,  meals  daily  than  any  single 
lestaurant  in  town,  a  fact  that  few  people  realize. 

Lastly,  our  gymnasium  requirement  hardly  needs  repeating. 
Our  present  gym  is  small,  hazardous,  and  inadequate  to  meet  the 


present-day  physical  education  or  sports  needs  of  our  youth. 

Rooms  in  the  old  high  school  building  or  any  other  building 
do  not  solve  our  high  school  educational  needs. 

It  is  my  earnest  hope  that  the  townspeople  will  accept  at  the 
town  meeting  the  recommendation  of  the  School  Building  Com- 
mittee that  the  town  build  the  addition  to  the  high  school  and 
that  the  School  Committee  subsequently  will  call  a  special  town 
meeting  for  the  express  purpose  of  relating  the  facts  to  the 
people  and  asking  the  town  to  take  action  to  appropriate  the 
necessary  money  to  build  the  recommended  addition  to  the  present 
high  school. 

We  have  lost  good  prospective  teachers  because  our  high 
school  facilities  were  not  up-to-date. 

Good  education  is  an  investment  in  the  future  prosperity  of 
your  children,  your  community,  the  state,  and  our  country. 
Guard  it  well. 
Salary  Schedule 

The  School  Committee  revised  the  salary  schedule  to  remain 
in  a  comparable  position  to  other  communities  of  our  size  and  to 
communities  in  our  immediate  area.  The  new  schedule  is  as  fol- 
lows : 

Bachelor's  Master's 
Degree  Degree 
Minimum  $3900  $4100 

Maximum  $5900  $6100 

Annual  Increment  $200 

The  1959  school  budget  as  voted  by  the  School  Committee  is 
$516,093,  an  increase  of  $47,105,  or  10  per  cent,  over  last  year. 

In  the  main,  increases  in  salary  for  school  personnel,  addi- 
tional staff,  furnishings  to  accommodate  increased  enrollments, 
and  increased  transportation  costs  account  for  most  of  the  in- 
crease. The  repair  account  and  trade  school  expenses  are  less 
than  a  year  ago,  and  most  other  budget  items  are  less  than  last 
year. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion,  may  I  take  the  opportunity  to  express  my  sin- 
cere appreciation  to  the  members  of  the  School  Committee,  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Highway  Department,  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, all  other  town  officers,  a  loyal  and  helpful  staff,  parent- 
teacher  organizations,  and  all  others  who  have  given  the  School 
Department  their  whole-hearted  support  in  its  objective  to  pro- 
vide a  successful  school  program  for  your  children.
